KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IN SENATE. 

Wednesday, Feb. 9, 1848. 

The Senate was opened wiffh prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Robissok, of the Presbyterian church. 

Journal was read by the Clerk. 

A message from the House.by the Clerk, announc- 
ing the passage of certain bills, &,c. 

Petitions. 

Petitions were presented by Senators Grey, 
Slaughter aRd Williams, and appropriately referred. 

A message from the Gimernor, cu-nounciog his 
approval of certain bi Ms, &c. 

Reports from Standing Committees. 

Mr. HARDIN, from the Judiciary committee — a 
bill to amend an act for the. benefit of Aun L. 
Clemens, approved February, 1847; read and passed. 

Also, against the petition of the Trustees of the 
town of Russellville; concurred in. 

Also, a bill lor the benefit of Philip W. Baker's 
heirs; read and .passed. 

Mr. SWOPE, from the committee on Internal 
Improvement — a hill to change a State road in 
Owen county; read and passed. 

Mr. J. SPEED SMITH, from the same committee, 
a bill for the benefit of Nathan Wallace, of Hick- 
ananoeuntv: read and passed. 

Sir. McMILLAN offered a resolution appointing 
a jomt committee to wait on the Rev. Robert J. 
Breckenridge and solicit a copy of the address de- 
livered by him on the Stli inst., upon the subject of 
Common Schools, for publication, which was adopt- 
ed. 

Leave was given to introduce the following b’lls: 

To Mr. HOBBS, a bill lor the benefit of the L’ ap- j 
tist Church ou Long Run, in Jeffersou county; re- j 
ferred . 

To Mr. GREY, a bill to establish art election pre- 
cinct at Trenton, ki Todd county; referred. 

Orders of the Dag. 

The Senate resoked itself into a committee of the 
whole, Mr. CRENSHAW in the chair, and took up 
for consideration the Apportionment bill. 

Mr. UAMBLETON moved to amend the bill by 
giving to Hancock county a separate representa ti<>n. 
The biH places Ohio and Hancock counties toejetb- 
-er. and gives them one representative. Mr. II . uc- j 
companied his motion with appropriate retnat ks — 
stating the injustice of the hill in this particular, and 
the reasons why his motion should prevail. 

Mr. TODD, chairman of the Apportionment, com- 
mittee, felt called upon to state the reasons of their 
action upon this part of the hill, and the reasons at 
length, which governed them in forming tke pr esent 
bill. 

Mr. GREY addressed the Senate at length in fa- 
vor of the amendment — contending that Hancock 
drew sufficient residuums from the surrounding coun- 
ties te entitle her to a representative. 

Mr. HELM spoke at length in favor of th at part 
of the bill giving to Larue county one repn *senta- 
tive — that county having been assailed by tfie Sen- 
ator from Christian, in his advocacy of the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. FOX discussed the merits of the bill in gen- 
eral, and contended that great, injustice ha d been ! 
done Pulaski, she having more voters than i either 
Christian, Logan, Hardin, Nelson. Bourbon, or Har- 
rison. which, accordingto the bill, have two repre- 
sentatives each, while Pulaski has but one. 

Mr. HARDIN spoke at some length agai nst the 
amendment of Senator Hambleton, and in r eply to 
Mr. Grey — and contended earnestly that Han cock is 
not entitled to a separate representative, nor could 
she draw residuums Irom the adjoining coun ties, so 
as to make her claim to a member of the H ouse 
good. He continued his remarks upon the general 
apportionment -of the bilL 

Mr. GREY replied to the Senators from Adair 
and Hardin, and in favor ot the amendment. 

Mr. McNARY hoped the amendment proposed by 
the Senator from Breckinridge, (Mr. Hainl *leton,) 
would be adopted — he had listened to the dis cussion 
attentively, and he was clearly convinced that the 
county of Hancock was entitled to a separat ? repre- 
sentative. He continued showing the way ii i which 
Hancock draws her residuum, and concluded by con- 
tending that the constitution forbid tke attac hingof 
Hancock tothe county of Ohio — that county having 
more than the ratio to entitle her to one repr esenta- 
tive. 

Mr. BARDTN replied ia support of his former 
position, and against the amendment — he w ould be 
glad te giv^ Hancock a member, if he coul d do so 
without great injustice to other counties, and the 
State at large. 

Mr. HELM would inform the Senator from Chris- 
tian. that Larue wee bone -of his hone aad fl esh of 
his ffesh, and that he felt bound to constitute onaliv 
defend her, she having been attacked — and h e now 
stated, and could prove that Larue had a larger re- 
siduum than all of the other counties below h er put 
together — this w as a big banter, but be could s ustain 
it by the figures. 

Mr. GRE\*, with his characteristic energy and 
never-tiring perseverance, replied, declaring that the 
residuum claimed for Larue, could be approp riated 
bv the Senator to any counties that he might d esire; 
ai»d turning to the Senator from Adair, be cont inned 
6'iowing wherein he thought he was mistaken in his 
position. 

Mr. J. S^EED SMITH did not ai-ise because he 
wished to participate in this angry quarrel — In; bad 
always found that the mast acrimoniouseonten lions 
arose with parties who were squabbling over prop- 
erty which belonged to neither. He thee went into 
the merits of the bill, stating tbs number of repre- 
sentatives to the different sections and declaring 
that his section was entitled to the member t!»ey 
were wranggling about — tliattf they would give It 
up as it was justly due, this quarrel was settled, it 
belonged to neither, ntid as it w as constitutional)- ho. 
he left it with the gentlemen to determise w hether 
or not his section should have it. 

Mr. H A VY KINS thought the member from Chris- 
tian mistaken as regards the action of the commit- 
tee on this particular part of the bill and spoke ia 
favor of the amendment. 

The question was then taken on the amendment, 
and decided in the negative by a vote of 20 ayes to 
|7 nays. 

Mr. YOUNG moved to amend the bill so as to give 
Morgan a separate representative. 

Mr. RICE supported the amendment in a speech 
of some length, contending that, in conformity with 
the constitution, Morgan having so large a vote, and 
such a quantity of residuuins.it was justly her right 
and he hoped the Senate would do right in this mat- 
ter. At the last apportionment her strength tvas 
not reported to the Auditor — now it is known — and 
her right clear and unquestionable, he hoped the 
Senate would concur in the amendment.
